j Weisberg described his first 
book “Whitewash* 1 as a blow 
* against the Warren report and 
the second “Whitewash II**' as 
criticism of what he termed 
■“CIA, Secret Service and FBI 
coverups.” . 

While there was no immedi- 
iate indication of what was dis- 
I cussed in the secret jury ses- 
jslon* sources in the.pA’s office 
said it might center upon pos- 
sibly operations of the Central 
Intelligence Agency here. 

Published reports this week;
